Every locality will be 
tempted to support the roads in which 
it is directly interested and against 
those equally needed in other localities. 
The result will be that if some of tho 
roads arc approved and others rejected 
there will be soreness and bitterness 
in the defeated localities and reprisals 
will be threatened; whereas tho suc­ 
cessful 
localities, satisfied 
with 
what 
they have unfairly secured, will oppose 
later improvements for the places dis­ 
appointed. How the principle of sepa­ 
ration works was shown in the late 
vote for state buildings at Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. If both proposals 
had been submitted together both lo­ 
calities would have succeeded or failed 
together and mutual good feeling would 
have been promoted. As it is, Los An­ 
geles feels that it was badly 
used. 
From tho time of the old articles' of 
confederation, 
separation has been a 
perpetual breeder of jealousy and dis­ 
cord in American communities. 


" T h e 
board of supervisors 
should 
adopt the statesmanlike policy of for­ 
mulating a comprehensive [dan that 
shall be just and fair to all localities 
and submitting it as a whole. This will 
be absolutely fair to all and it will 
have a tendency to stimulate a friendly 
co-operative 
feeling 
throughout tho 
county. If Los Angeles county is to bo 
a unit, it must begin by acting as a 
unit. 


" I t is at best doubtful whether the 
road bonds can be carried by tho nec­ 
essary 
two-thirds vote this year, al­ 
though it is clearly to the interests of 
all that the community take this new 
start on tho road to prosperity. If the 
proposals are submitted separately it' 
will mean almost certain defeat for all 
tho roads and at best local success se­ 
cured by selfishness and lastingly hurt­ 
ful to Los Angeles."

Live Decoy* Are Often U»ed and Made 
to Play the Traitor. 


American wild geese eueb spring mi­ 
grate from 
witters of the southern 
states to the shores of the Arctic in 
northern Canada. 
The two great com­ 
mon varieties of the bird are the honk­ 
ers and the wavy, or white, goose. 


Both of these are extensively bunt- 
ed. 
Covering, ns they do. about 5.000 
miles on their annual migration, these 
birds rest at various places en route 
and are thus shot by sportsmen almost 
across the length of the continent, The 
birds have a peculiar trait of always 
leaving one of their number on look­ 
out while the rest feed. 


To aid In the shooting of wild geese 
live wild ones, captured young and 
raised In captivity, are often placed in 
feeding grounds In likely territory on 
the line of flight of the migrating 
flocks. 
These decoys are terrible trai 
tors nnd by their calling often bring 
the flying ones within shooting dis­ 
tance of the sportsmen, who lie In bid 
den pits near at hand. 


Painted decoys, shaped like geese and 
made of steel, are also used by the 
hunters. In the latter case the men, 
from their hiding place in the pfts. call 
the birds by using a goose call, a metal 
Instrument like d flute, which mimics 
the sound of the goose with remarka­ 
ble realism.—Philadelphia North Amer­ 
ican.

The 
meaty substance of these made up the 
•vigorous message brought to Los An­ 
geles Wednesday by William H. Taft, 
former president. 


The first, he said, is to be attained 
through practically doubling the mili­ 
tary organization and increasing the 
naval strength by one-third. 


The instrument which he proposes as 
means to bring and maintain world 
peace are a court of arbitration and 
its companion, a court of reconcilia­ 
tion. 


One other subject the former presi­ 
dent gave unusual emphasis. " W e are 
nearer to intervention in Mexico," he 
said, "than we need to have been. Our 
policy of watchful waiting has resulted 
in neither watching or waiting." 


Judge Taft—it is " J u d g e " now, and 
"the title pleases him—jovial, radiant, 
expansive, received such a welcome 
Wednesday as to prove that the people 
have use for a former president and 


that popularity need not shrink because 
the highest of American official desig­ 
nations has accumulated a companion 
word. 


The Chamber of Commerce, acting in 
a popular capacity as host and cicerone, 
proved fo him thnt the cockles of the 
civic heart here are warm. The illus­ 
trious visitor not only found himself 
at home as to the companionable at­ 
mosphere, but also discovered that one 
may urge preparedness to Southern 
California citizens without encounter­ 
ing a sign of a 
peace-at-any:price 
shock absorber. 


" I am not a colonel," he retorted to 
a moving picture man who had given 
him that title, but he met the legion 
of lenses with the bravery of one. Then 
he was driven to the Alexandria, where 
he faced with forty-two-centimeter ef­ 
fect, the rapid-lire of the reporters who 
asked bim questions. 


"How about the loan of a billion 
dollars to the allies 1" open it up. 


" I only know what I have seen in 


newspaper headlines," ho said. "Un­ 
doubtedly they need the money, and I 
suppose they will get it if they furnish 
the security." 


He indorsed the course of tho admin­ 
istration on the German problem, but 
called it " a situation in the making." 


He predicted that the next president 
would be a Eepublican, and dismissed 
the Progressives with the statement 
that "they seem to have a fow gener­ 
als and field marshals holding confer­ 
ences, but there has been no census of 
the'rank and file." 


Although Judge Taft gave the infor­ 
mation in very clear cut terms that ho 
is out of politics, the bond that pre­ 
viously united him to leading Republi­ 
cans of Southern California is very 
strong. Phil A .Stanton, national Re­ 
publican committeeman for California, 
held a conference with him and had 
much to do with the arrangements for 
his welcome. 


He will address a mass meeting in 
Trinity auditorium, Los Angeles, Sat­ 
urday evening.

If you want to get a little taste of 
what it is like back in tho country 
where tho frost is on the pumpkin, it 
can be done by standing for a few min­ 
utes in Frank Kendalls big meat refrig­ 
erator in the Covina Valley Market. 
The proprietor has just completed tho 
plant about five days ago, and has the 
temperatures working where he wants 
them. 


It ranges from 32 to 34 in the big 
meat box, and in the meat cases in the 
front of the market it keeps at from 
36 to 40. Tho complete enclosure of 
double-thickness 
glass in the casos 
keeps the meat at a steady tempera­ 
ture, and doesn't allow of any spoil­ 
ing. 


This temperature is made possible, 
not by tho use of ice, but by tho run­ 
ning of the refrigeration plant in tho 
rear of the shop, connected by coils of 
pipes with the refrigerator and tho 
show-cases. 


"All tho big, well-equipped markets 
in Los Angeles and other cities run 
thoir own refrigeration plants," said 
Mr. Kendall. "We couldn't got tho 
even temperature with ice. In summer, 
no matter what you do, the tempera­ 
ture will get too high in a box that is 
cooled by ice. Meat spoils rapidly, and 
what is' more to* tho' point; a piece of) 
meat will'spoil quickly when takon out 
of the market and sent to tho home. 
Wo have no trouble with our meats 
because we keep them at a freezing 
point night and day, every minute of 
the time. You won't see any black 
odgos on tho moats that come out of 
this refrigerator." 


Mr. Kendall has put a good deal of 
money into 
improvements, including 
painting and papering and now fixtures. 
Ho has this week installed two of tho 
latest Dayton computing scales, costly 
machines that automatically show tho 
customer the exact weight of evory 
purchase and tho purchase price on tho 
dial. 


The market is also a milk station 
for the milk and cream furnished by 
A. F. Wilken, who has a fine dairy on 
Puente streot. 


CHEAPER PRE-IOED CARS. 


Tho Santa Fo railroad has announced 
a reduction in tho chargo for pro-iced 
cars for tho movement of vegetables to 
ensteru markets, from the present rate 
of .$62.50 to $55 a car to Chicago. Pro 
portionol reductions will bo inado to 
all other territory in tho oast. Tho new 
rate will go into effect October 15. 
Heretofore 
tho refrigeration 
chargo 
has been based on what is termed a 
dry car, tho rate being $55; while for 
setting a pre-iccd car with tho bunkers 
fully loaded, so us to pro-cool tho car 
before loading, nn additional charge 
of $7.50 was made. Tho now rate may 
be regarded as voluntary, as the ruil 
roads havo no water competition on 
these shipments.

It Passed 0 \ ^ r Itching Palme, but That 
Was No Surprise. 


When Professor Tuxen, the Danish 
artist, bad finished his great 
work, 
The Coronation of Edward VII.," he 
received, it appears, an order from the 
Hussian emperor for a copy of this 
painting, for which the czar was to 
pay 12,000 rubles. 


In due course the professor repaired 
to Petrogrnd to deliver the painting. 
He was granted an audience with the 
czar, who expressed his satisfaction 
with the picture and who bunded the 
professor an order on the Imperial 
treasury for the sum agreed upon. 


When the professor 
presented the 
check for payment he was told that an 
order from the emperor was subject to 
a discount, and he bad, therefore, to 
accept a sum considerably smaller than 
the face value of the check. 


Before his departure from,Russia tu 
professor bad a farewell audience with 
the czar, who in the course of conver­ 
sation asked bim, "Did you get your

ceived only part of the. money. 


At this the czar seemed not at all

LARGER PERCENTAGE OF CITRUS FRUITS 


SHOULD BE MARKETED CO-OPERATIVELY 


A very interesting and timely article 
in the Glendora Gleaner by J. Claude 
"Wilson in reprinted below. There ure 
Borne new ideas concerning citrus fruit 
marketing, and also some old ideas that 
are well expressed. He says: 


The problem of profitable -prices for 
our fruit is of vital importance to 
every citizen of Southern 
California. 
It affects us whether we own an acre of 
citrus land, a grocery store or a lum­ 
ber yard. Any suggestion, therefore, 
of improvement de&erves our serious 
consideration and discussion. It is be­ 
cause of this we are all keenly inter­ 
ested in the activity at present mani­ 
fest amongst us for an additional pack­ 
ing house and an independtn selling 
agency. Some discussion and compari­ 
son will.surely not bo resented by the 
advocates of this new house, and it is 
in a spirit of friendly investigation I 
•would like to discuss the situation. 


Prior (to the organization of the 
California 
Fruit 
Growers' 
Exchange 
the growers were largely at the mercy 
of the independent merchants. We are 
apt to forget that in those days the 
principle of competition was regarded 
as sacred. 
The ranchers then were 
compoting with each other to induce 
the merchants 
to 
take 
their 
fruit. 
These marcbants were not all honorable 
men and being in a position to fix 
prices to the grower through the latter 
being unorganized, they often left him 
little or no margin of profit for his in­ 
dustry. While this practice was very 
acceptable to tho fruit brokors, and 
jobbers, it was death to the ranchers. 
Citrus land values consequently wont 
down, and the prospects to anyone go­ 
ing into the producing end of tho in­ 
dustry wero not inviting. 
. 
Then it wis that tho growers dis­ 
covered by dire economic, necessity that 
they must organize into some form of 
cooperation or dio. Local cooperative 
associations wero formed, and the Cal­ 
ifornia Fruit Growers Exchange was 
organized to handle the marketing end 
on cooperative principles. 
When we 
stop to consider tho volume of businoss 
•which passes through the Exchange— 
our Exchange—wo have some reason to 
admire its growth and wonderful or­ 
ganization. 
Eoughly it handlos ovor 
ton million boxes of fruit 
annually; 
and tho industry that produces this vast 
wealth-giving output is to bo congrat­ 
ulated oil managing its own affairs and 
conserving its own Interests to such an 
extent. For tho fundamental principle 
of tho C. F. 0. E. is that its growers' 
organization, managod and controlled 
by tho growers for their own protection 
and profit, to soli thoir product in tho 
best mnrgots at the lowest cost. The 
growers elect thoir representatives on 
tho directorate through their local as­ 
sociations, and whatever imperfections 
it may have aro cithor inhoront in tho 
principle or thoy aro tho rosult of in- 
difference on tho part of tho mombors. 
Tho fact, which I should like to see 
more clearly recognized by critics of 
tho Exchnngo and critics of tho local 
association is that it is our exchange 
and our associations. As partners in 
tho firm wo are responsible for thoir 
welfare, and our indiftoronco 
causes 
our neighbor ns well as oursolvos to 
suffer through our neglect. 
Tho di­ 
rectors' meetings both of tho Exchange 
und tho local associations aro open to 
tho members, and it seems to mo that 
any discontent which exists might bo 
dissipated by a more active intorost on 
tho part of the members. Boing a co­ 
operative organization, tho expensed 
are under tho control of tho mombers 
through their directors. At present tho 
Exchange cost for handling its vast 
business is about six cents per box. 
This doos not soom rashly extravagant, 
but it may bo that a cent a box could 
be saved to tho grower—nobody would 
resent any fruitful practical suggestion 
of economy. But when wo consider that 
this cost includes snlaries, office ex­ 
penses, selling agents' salaries, and n 
vory large sum for advertising, few of 
us would got rich on any saving thore. 
It 1B whon wo come to the freight, icing 
and refrigerating expenses that charges 
seem high. 
Tin8 cost works out at 
about $1.50 per box. I have no figures 
from opposition houses to compare, but 
it may bo that a substantial saviug to 
tho grower could bo effected along this 
lino, and ir. certainly is worth investi­ 
gating. 


through the M. 0. D. or other indepen­ 
dent jobbers and the Exchange ageofs 
all acting on the same information and 
glutting an otherwise healthy market. 
Hence it seems a pity to multiply sell­ 
ing agents as is being proposed here, 
when experience has proved coopera­ 
tion to be the right principle. 


'(2) 
Frequent 
local 
meetings 
to 
stimulate a more active interest in our 
local associations would be to our mu­ 
tual advantage. We owe it to ourselves, 
to our associations, and to our direc­ 
tors to give of our brains and our time 
to its mutual service. If instead of 
carping criticism and independent sel­ 
fish action we substituted sincere and 
frank 
discussion of our problem it 
would be of inestimable value. Smoth­ 
ered grumbling and snubbed criticism 
are prolific producers of discontent. 


(3) 
To stimulate both (1) and (2) 
and to supply a want which every 
rancher has felt, I would suggest the 
publication of an official periodical— 
the organ of the C. F. G. E., to connect 
up every member with his his associa­ 
tion, with all other associations, and 
with the Exchange. At present we are 
independent units, instead of realizing 
that we are a part of a vast organiza­ 
tion, each with similiar interests and 
problems. Each association would then 
know what the other was doing, wher­ 
ever situated, our interest would bo 
consolidated and our energies conserv­ 
ed. A healthy rivalry would be devel­ 
oped between all the affiliated associa­ 
tions, both for efficiency and the qual» 
ity of their brands; a loyal prido in 
the progress and work of their organi­ 
zations and the C. F. G. E. would be 
tho result. Tho journal would be sent 
free to every member affiliated 
with 
the C. F. G. E., and having a valuable 
circulation from the advertisers' point 
of view, the cost of the journal need 
not worry tho growor. It is surprising 
that such an organized industry should 
not have a citrus journal devoted to 
its own intorest; and the Exchange has 
the moans at its command not only to 
increase its, influence and. develop loy­ 
alty, but to confer a valuable service 
on all its members. 


DR. WEBBER ADVOCATES 


ORCHARD MULCHING 


In a recent speech made by Dr. H. 
J. Webbor before a gathering of orange 
growers, the dean of the state experi­ 
mental station made, a strong plea for 
tho use of mulch in orchards. He said: 


A most important fact in fruit grow­ 
ing (and other farming) is that there 
is an immense amount wo no not know. 
Somo tendencies toward change in fruit 
growing nuder irrigation, particularly 
citrus fruit, were indicated by Dr. H. 
J. Webber of tho Bivorside citrus ex­ 
periment station in a rather informal 
tulk boforo tho California Fruit Grow­ 
ers' 
Convention. 


In Florida twcnty-flvo 
years 
ago 
continued clean cultivation, such ns is 
almost standard hero now, was the in­ 
variable rule. 
Growers later 
found, 
as thoy aro finding in wostorn orch­ 
ards, that this, as thoy said, "killed" 
tho soil, and "killed" is right, as in­ 
vestigations have found that continued 
clean cultivation has actually destroy­ 
ed most of tho bacteria that inhabit 
the few inches on tho top, besides de­ 
stroying tho humus. Whon these were 
destroyed, or reduced greatly in num­ 
ber, even vegetables or animal manures 
applied as fertilizer wero n^t of full 
value, beuauso there were too few bac­ 
teria left to work on thorn. Plenty of 
bacteria aro nocessary and for those 
plenty of manure, covor crops, or other 
feed 
is roquired. 
Thus in 
Florida 
mulching is meeting with very great 
favor. 


In investigations at the citrus experi­ 
ment station tho best results in citrus 
growing wero obtained by tho use of 
stable manure, cover crops to give ni­ 
trogen and humus, and some few rock 
phosphate This combination was much 
less expensive than lots of other kinds 
fertilization. 
It is a different 
thing 
from clean cultivation and gives food 
to tho soil baoterla. 


Stable manure is almost a necessity 
to keep tho soil up. Mottlo leaf shows 
poor condition of the orange treo in 
some way, but mottlo leaf is very rare 
whore thoro is lotB of stable nianuro.

water is applied to furrows this is not 
washed into the soil. Then the roots 
in time take out so much of the ni­ 
trates below the cultivated area and 
the rest is almost lost by being washed 
by irrigation below tho feeding roots. 
Thero aro nitrates on top and nitrates 
below, but very few at the feeding 
roots where they should be. One rea­ 
son why basin irrigation or flooding 
does so much good, is that it covers all 
the surface just as rain does and thus 
washes the valuable nitrates in tho sur­ 
face soil down where tho roots can get 
them. 


MULCH WITH BASIN SYSTEM. 
A promising new system is to com- 
bino a mulch with basin irrigation. 
Put a few inches of alfalfa hay, straw, 
or some such material, in tho basin and 
do not cultivate, and then you over­ 
come some of the main reasons for 
giving up the basin system in.the first 
place and save your soil from being 
"killed" by continued cloan cultiva­ 
tion. Of course, there aro lots of dis­ 
advantages and it cannot be said that 
this is just the right.thing to do, but 
it is one of the indications of present 
changes in farming methods, and n 
little scientific proof that these changes 
are based on good senso: 


Of course, one of the fundamental 
difficulties of mulching in orchards is 
the cost of the mulch, or tho difficulty 
of getting enough straw. Another big 
danger 
is 
what 
would 
happen 
if 
through the carelessness of a cigarette 
smoker or othor irresponsible being, tho 
straw in an orchard would catch on fire; 
Where the mulch and basin system fit 
so well togethor is that thoro is a bor­ 
der of about throo feot, for levee and 
ditch around each basin, and this can 
bo left uncovered and act as a barrior 
against fire. 


In using the basin system a barrier 
against the water 
should 
be 
made 
around tho treo, thus removing one of 
the old troubles resulting from water 
touching tho treo. 


It is far from proved that basin ir­ 
rigation is the best thing., or that 
mulching is entirely practicable, but it 
is proved that thero aro fundamental 
faults with continued clean cultivation, 
several disadvantages with furrow irri­ 
gation, and mulchnig and basin irriga­ 
tion appear to bo overcoming these.

Mr. Wilkins has lived 
in the San Gabriel valley for many 
years and is thoroughly 
conversant 
with conditions here. He was one of 
the original organizers of the Covina 
Argus. His duties with the exchange 
will take him out among the growers, 
whom he will advise of the various 
phases of the exchange system, show­ 
ing them the values of the policies, 
methods and advertising now being 
done. Mr. Wilkins will be of great 
value to the individual growers and 
should be an excellent addition* to the 
exchange force. 


Shipping figures for the season just 
closed show there were 2800 cars of 
fruit shipped. While this is slightly 
less than the number that went to 
market last season, the receipts are 
somewhat higher, and returns' to the 
growers will be- greater. Navel oranges 
have brought as much as last season 
and Valencias are a great deal higher 
This will bring tho average up consid­ 
erably.
